Whatever it means either in the Old or 
New- Teſtament, it's big with Guilt and Danger: 
Thro' all the Ages of the World, the very Sound 
of the Title is infamous. We find it devoted to 
Ruin by the Propbets, who have ſpoken in former 
Times, and the ſame Courſe of threat' ning is 
directed againſt it by the Apoſtles : So that quite 
through the Book of Gop, it's condemned and 
accurſed as the moſt hateful Name in the World. 
Though, here we are to diſtinguiſh upon the 
Title. It ſignifies under the Old Teſtament, a 
Royal City, Which 1 in her time was overthrown, 
| puniſhed, and is now periſh'd ; where the Peo - 
ple of Gop were Captives. In the New Teſta- 
ment it's applied by a Figure to another Intereſt, 
neither is there any ſuch Place now upon Earth ; 
bur it ſignifies the Indignation of the Lord againſt | 
| Whatſoever is / calle and the Similitude be- 
tween them is the Ground of their ſharing one 
and the ſame Appellation; they are alike in 
. Filthineſs of Fleſh and Spirit, as they ſhall be in 
Wrath and Ruin. And as we are affured that the 


Terrors of the Lord have been pour'd gut on 
FR 


Joris Hen, 
| the former Babylon, we are waiting for his Salva- 
tion, and the Time of Recompence that's owing 
to the latter. He has levell'd the Arrows of his 
1 Indignation, and they will not fly from a deceit- 


ful Bow. There's as much owing to the Im- 
piety, the Cruelty, and the Abominations of this 
City that goes by the Name in the New Teſta- 
ment, as has been executed in the Hiſtory of | 
the Old. LEP | 
Babylon was the laſt Royal Seat of the Aſſyrian 

Monarchy, there it had all its Glory, and there it 
had its Fall. When it had ſwelPd with Blood 
and Wrath, for very near two thouſand Years, 
(the longeſt Space that any Tyranny enjoy'd) at 
laſt it burſt in Contempt and Fury; and we have 
this thing upon Record, that we through Pa- 
tience and Comfort of the Scriptures may have 
Hope. As there 1s a Nation in our day equally 
deceitful and barbarous, aſpiring to an Univerſal 
Monarchy, we are waiting for the Execution of 
thoſe Judgments that have been of old, and truſt 
that our Hope ſhall not make us aſhamed. 
The 4{yrian Empire began at Nineveh with 
Oppreſſion, Wrath, and Robbery ; there lived 
Nimrod the mighty Hunter before the Lord, 
who had made Nations his Prey and People his 
Game, and therefore it goes by the Name of the 
original Tyrant, the Firt-born of Dea!h, the 
Head of the Race, And in the Deſcription that 
We have of a Redeemer's Kingdom, the Pro- 
miſe runs in evangelical Language, that he ſhall 
ſtand and feed in the Strength of the Lord, and in 
_ the Majeſty of the Name of the Lord his God; for 
Mic. v. 4» mow ſpall be be great unto the Ends of the Earth, 
5*' and this Man ſpall be our Peace when the Aſſyrian © 
ſhall come into our Land, and when he ſhall tread 
in our Palaces, (as he had almoſt done in the late 
Rebellion) then we ſhall raiſe up againſt him ſeven

Shepherds and eight principal Men, and they ſhall 
waſte the Land of Aſſyria with @ Sword, and on 
Land of Nimrod in the Entrances thereof. 
Lord has begun to ſhew us his Salvation, — it 
is our earneſt Prayer that he will complete it. 
Nimrod was the Name of the Man who laid 
the Plan for deſtructive Wars, that have raged 
after his Example ever ſince. Gop gave them 
into his Hand, bey took them, in the bd they Hab. iv, 
caught them in r Net ; and for many Ages he 15. 
declared to the Children of 1/ael, that the Aſſy- 
rian was the Rod of his Anger, whom he would la. x. 5: 
employ againſt an hypocritical Nation. In the 
beginning of Hezekiab's Reign, into the Jaws 
of this voracious Enemy he gave the ten Tribes 
at once, who led them away captive out of their 
own Land; for as they made no difference in 
their Worſhip from the Practice of the Heathen, 
fo he made none in their Captivity, but tumbles 
them into the common Heap of thoſe that know. 
not Gop. Their Caſe is much the ſame; as they 
did not like to retain God in their Knowledge, 
he leaves them in the power of a Monarch that 
was the Oppreſſor of the Nations, the Hammer 
of the whole Earth, Now though Hezekiah was 
delivered from falling into the hands of Sennache- 
716 who periſhed at Nineveb, yet another Branch 
of the Royal Line was growing up, and bid fair 
to have the chief Seat of the Empire transferr d 
to his Dominions. 
We may ſuppoſe from the Compliment thac 
the King of Judah paid him, in ſhewing his Em- 
baſſadors all his —— that he was aſpiring 
upwards, and in a few Reigns he came to the 
higheſt Pitch of that antient Monarchy; though it 
comes to the ſame thing if the King of Nineveb 
had transferr'd the Place of his Reſidence to Ba-

tween their Caſe and ours. Babylon ſucceeded NA 
neveb in Character, as France does Germany; there's 
the ſame Change made in the Luſt of Empire; 

our ſecond Babylon like the firſt has been a golden 
Cup in the Lord's Hand, their Barbarity has made 
all the Earth drunk; the Nations have drunk of 
her Wine, and therefore the Nations are mad. Ne- 
buchadnezzar the King of Babylon, who is fup- 


poſed to be ſecond, or the fourth Monarch, is 


one whom we have a large Account of, 
Firſt, That he was proſperous in all his Ways, 
and ſeem'd to carry the whole World before him. 
God threw into his hand abundantly, and he 
became an univerſal} Monarch; whom he would, he 
fet up, and whom he would he pull'd down ; he was 
in Daniel's Expoſition of the Dream, That Head 
of Gold, and much greater than all the following 
Emperors, who are compared to an inferior 
Metal. ET 2” 
Secondly, As Promotion comes from the Lord 
of the whole Earth, ſo moſt unbounded Victories 
go along with his Armies; and by the frequent 
Honour that the Great Gop puts upon him, 
when he calls him ſo often his Servant, we ſhould 
think that Providence had ſmil'd upon all his 
Ways: He does according to his Will unlimited, 
uncontrouled, TED, 
Thirdly, He ſeem'd to be raiſed up for vaſt 
and important Degns, and had a Largeneſs of 
Soul to adorn, improve and expand his Palace 
beyond all the reſt of the great Houſes where, 
the Kings of Aria had ever lived, and made it 
a delightful Place and a magnificent Building; 
thus it's call'd the Glory of Kingdems and the 
Beauty of the Chaldees Excellency. The broad 


Walls of Babylon are hinted at in the holy Scrip- 


tures, as well as in other Hiſtories, and they are

feckoned one of the ſeven Wonders 4 the 
World. This was his own doing, which ſnews us 


what we call a noble Genius, form*d with a Ca- 


pacity of making himſelf. eminent. Is not ibis Dan. ir. 
great Babylon that I have built for the Houſe of the 30. 
Kingdom, by the Might of my Power, and for the 


Honour of my Majeſty ? 
Fouribiy, It was a Land full of Superiitoln, 
they were mad upon their Idols; and though the 
Jews lived amongſt them, yet they could not re- 
claim them: Me would have healed Babylon, but 
He is not healed. We may apply this to our 
times; Gop has planted a pure Religion amongſt 
_ thoſe that are now Enemies to it, even of late 

there are Numbers of Proteſtants amounting to 
many thouſands, who are under Perſecution in 
France. No Waſte of Armies, no Increaſe of 
Poverty, no ſhriveling up of Trade, no Arrows 
of Death can prevent the new Eruption of Popiſh 
Cruelty. *Tis time for the poor oppreſſed People 
to ſay, Let us forſake her, for ber Fudgment reacheth 
unto Heaven, and islifted up unto the Skies; the Lord

has brougbt forth our Righteouſneſs, come and let 


us declare in Zion the Word of the Lord our God. 

The freſh Barbazities in France are well told in a 
little Book, that I wiſh was in the hand of every 
Proteſtant Family, call*d Popery always the ſame. 
 Fifthly, They abhounded in Craelty, tbe Slain 
of all the Wa had fallen among them, and in 
Particular they had dealt hardly with the Jews.

Sixthly, Nebuchadnezzar ſhews unuſual Marks 
of Generoſity to the Captives of Judab; he 
gave them an Education, and train'd them up in 
the Language and Learning of the C baldeans, 
which was at that time the moſt reputable in all 
the Earth : He appointed certain of the Kings 
Seed in Fudea, thoſe in whom there was no Blemijh, 
and Skilful in all Wiſdom, and cunning in Science, 
and ſuch as had Ability te ſtand in the King's Palace. 
Whether there was any thing hke a ſacramental 
Teſt, I cannot find; but if there was, Daniel 
would not defile himſelf with the Portion of the 
King's Meat, nor with the Wine that be drank. 

Seventhly, The Gop who had the Hearts of 
all Men in his hand, was pleaſed to make: great 
Diſcoveries in that Court, by revealing Secrets 
through the Interpretation of Dreams and Viſions 


of the Night, as if it might be ſaid of Nebuchad- 


nezzar that the Secret of the Lord was with him. 
He draws out ſuch a Line of Futurity, as fore- 


told and deſcribed the four Empires of the Earth, 


in their Rank and Order, rolling over one ano- 
ther with a gradual Tyranny ; and this he does 
with regard to a Good-Will towards Men, and 
ſetting up @ Kingdom that ſpall not be deſtroyed. 
So that 7hat Scripture was fulfilled, Glorious things

make mention of Rahab and Babylon to them that 
know me. 

; Eighthly, He brought that King under ſuch 
an extraordinary Diſcipline as never was heard of, 
by the various Ways that he took with his Con- 
ſcience. You ſee what a Conflict he has between 
Conviction and Corruption, a Light from Hea- 
ven, and the Luft of Nature. * Daniel's

ſweet Odours. This was the Folly of his Edu- 
cation, but there was a burſting out of a greater | 
Confeſſion, I know that your God is a God of Gods, Dan.ii.47. 
and Lord of Kings, and a Revealer of Secrets. And 
upon this, Honours and Rewards flow in to the 

ews, and ſeveral Preferments are given to them. 
After this, he relapſes into a Fit of Pride, and 
then the Perſons that he had dignified are de- Ch. iii.14. 
baſed, and caſt into the Fire for the ſake of a good 
Conſcience towards God, Well, here again he 
has a glorious Viſion, for he ſees one with theſe 
three unhurt and unburnt, and the Form of the ver. 25. 
fourth was like the Son of God. 
Then again he has another Dream that was all 
drawn into his own Caſe , this Daniel interprets, 
and warns him to break off his Sins by Righteouſ- Ch. iv. 27. 
neſs, and his Iniquities by ſhewing Mercy to the 
Poor, if it might be a lengthening out of his Tran- 
quillity : But at laſt he breaks out again, when he 
was ripe for ſeven Years of deep Melancholy. So 
that never was there a Man among the Heathen 
whom God took into his own hand with ſo much 
Variety of Conduct; and as the laſt Account we 
have of him, ſhews him under the Power of a 
ſerious Impreſſion, we may ſuppoſe that thus he 
died. I Nebuchadnezzar praiſe, and extol, and ver. 37. 
honour the King of Heaven, all whoſe Works are 
Truth, and bis Ways Judgment, and thoſe that walk 
in Pride he is able ts abaſe. Thus the Bible leaves 
him, and winds up his Story. with a good Con- 
feſſion. . - | 
Ninthly, After his Reign, we come to that of his 
Grandſon Belſhazzar, who had laid aſide Daniel 
time out of mind, becauſe he was out of Me- 
mory : And the Kindneſs towards the Jes was 
loſt in the Court, inſomuch that with an abun- 
dant Feaſt to his Lords, his Wives and Concu-

upon the Wall; and when Daniel, who had been 
long out of favour, was brought in to expound 
it, he does it faithfully, without any fear of Man: 
And as he ſaid, fo it prov'd, in that Night was 
the King of the Chaldeans ſlain. And thus he lived 
to ſee the Overthrow of that Monarchy which he 
had foretold, and from being a Prophet he became 
2 #/itneſs, But, 
Tenthly, There are thoſe Streams of Miſery to 
be pour'd out on this Place, as were never heard of 
i before, and all by way of Retribution for their 
. Wickedneſs. Thus they thought, and thus they 
. ſung, O Daughter of Babylon, that art to be deſtroyd, 
| cxxxvii. 8. Happy ſhall he be that rewardeth thee as thou haſt 
done to us, happy ſhall he be that taketh thy Litlle- 
ones, and daſheth them againſt the Stones. 

And the Prophecies o all thoſe that foretold 
their Fate, are made to flow in hither. Jaiab is 
very bold, though he lived a long while ago, 
yet he draws out their End as if it was but of 
yeſterday; and *tis what a Day might bring forth, 

for it came pouring in all at once, in onè Hour 
they are made deſolate. This was the Burden of 
Babylon, a great many Years before Babylon had 

 ftuch a Significance as it came to have at the Time 
of Execution. God would raiſe up one againſt 
them, the Medes, that would not regard Silver, 
nor human Compaſſions and in the ſame terms 
does Feremiab utter his Words from the ſecret 
place of Thunder; nay, to this purpoſe are all the 
reſt, as guided by one and the ſelf-ſame Spirit, 
that divides to every Man ſeverally as he will.

I will add as a Cloſe. to theſe hiſtorical Obſer- 
yations, that he bas done as be deviſed, and ful- 
filled that which he commanded of old.

Sea, never to be remembred any more. It is the Den 


of. Dragons, not inhabited, and as much ſunk 
by Water as Sodom and Cmorrab were conſ umetl 


by Fire. 

And yet though the Place that v was really fs 
call'd is no more to be remembred, it is blotted 
out of the Earth, nevertheleſs the Name is ſprung 


up in the New Teſtament ; which may be accoun- 


ted for theſe four ways. 
Firſt, For their Power. 
Secondiy, For their Superſtgion, . 
Thirdly, For their Cruelty. 
Fourthly, The Glory that ſhall reſult to our 
Saviour by their Ruin. 
Here's a Plan laid in the old Behn for the 
Methods of Providence with the new. 


That this Deſcription does not belong 1 any 


heathen Nation, is to me very evident, from all 


the Language of the New Teſtament, and the 


whole Scheme that the great Redeemer of the 


World has laid out for his own Glory, We are 2 Theſ. i, 
long ſince told what any one may interpret, that 8. 


the Man of Sin ſhall be revealed, the Son of Per- 


dition, who oppoſes and exalts bimſelf above all 


that is called God, or that is worſhiped. So that he 
as God fits in the T emple of God, ſhewing himſelf 
that he is God, and we are waiting for what is to 


come; that the Lord ſhall conſume him with the 


Spirit of his Mouth, and the Brighineſs of his ap- 
pearing, even him whoſe coming is after the working 


of Satan, with all Deceiveableneſs of Unrigh- 


Teoufneſs.

And herewe finda two-foldReſentment of thisDif-

1ſt, There's a moſt hideous Lamentation below, 
the Kings of the Earth who have committed For.

ſelves with Su perſtition, and lived deliciouſly with

her, Pall bewail ber and lament for ber, when 
they ſee the Smoak of her Burning, that ſhe is all 
in a Flame, that reaches up to Heaven, as her 
Crimes had dane before. de. 

But here we are to diſtinguiſh, as God himſelf 
has done; for it is ſuppoſed that. ſome of theſe 
Monarchs ſhall ſee the Efror of their ways, and 
turn from theſe dead Idols to the living God, and 
flow into the Reformation. Tis true they are 
ſuppoſed to go too far into the Quarrel, hey 
give their Power and Strength to the Beaſt, and Ch. xvii. 
make war with the Lamb, who ſhall overcome '3* 
them, and ſhew himſelf to be indeed the uni- 
verſal Monarch, the bleſſed and only Potentate, 18 
the King of Kings, and Lord of Lords: And 
then as the Angel ſays to the Prophet, Ihe ten, _ 
Horns which thou ſaweſt upon the Beaſt, theſe ſbal!d! 
hate the Whore, and ſball make her deſolate and 
naked, and ſball eat her Fleſh and burn her with 
Fire, Though we read of the ſame Perſons as in 
a State of Subjection and Stupidity to the Uſur- 
pn that is made upon their religious and civil 
Liberties, yet it is brought in as a divine Work, 
that God ſhall put it into their Hearts to fulfil his Ver. 17. 
Will, to agree and give their Kingdoms to the 
Beaſt, until the Words of God ſhall be fulfilled, 
as they ſhall be in their due Seaſon ; and then the 
Tide will turn, and run in thoſe Streams that 
make glad the City of our God. So that a 
Time will come when the Eyes of the Nations 
ſhall be opened, and their Kings will ſee how much 
their Power is impaired in this World, and what 
hazard they run for another, who worſhip the 
Beaſt and his Image, for there is no Rebelhon of 
their Subjects ſo groſs as the Uſurpation of their 
Priefts.

He was the 
Seed of the Woman to all the World, and after- 
wards the God of the Jews, the Hope of Iſrael, 
who appeared at ſundry times, and in divers 
manners to the Fathers, as you have often heard ; 
but now ſince his Manifeſtation in the Fleſh, and 
his riſing from the dead, every thing in his Go- 
ſpel is contrived to his Honour ; he is the Savi- 
our of the Ends of the Earth. Thus he is or 
Peace, that makes Reconciliation through the 
Blood of his Croſs ; he is the Head over all things 
unto the Church; to him every Knee ſhall bow, 
and every Tongue confeſs, that Jeſus is the Lord 
or Jehovah, to the Glory of God the Father.

The Kings of the Earth ſet themſelves, and the 
Rulers: 255 counſel togetber. This is ſpoke of old 
by the Mouth of his Servant David, and leſt you 
ſhould confine it to David and all his Afflictions, 
the Apoſtle under the New Teſtament has told 
us, that it was deſigned to expreſs their Enmity 
againſt the holy Child Feſus; that as they purſued 
him to death in his Perſon, ſo they would hin- 
der the ſpreading of his Goſpel. . Indeed they 
were a mixture of Jews and cathen, Herod with 


Pontius Pilate, with all the People of Iſrael con- 


ſpired againſt him; but this is an Enmity that 

has been carried on by thoſe that call themſelves 

Chriſtians, (for Names make no Alteration in 

Nature,) and-the moſt Chriſtian ſhall be the moſt 
ungodly, as if he was ſet on fire of Hell. 

_ Thirdly, This Enmity is directed and purſued 

any his choſen People. Chriſt dies no more, 
eath has no more dominion over him, but he 


has a Seed to ſerve him, and ſuch as ſhall be 


accounted to the Lord for aGeneration. At this 
day, France, which is the Seat of Treachery to 
the Nations about her, is a Slaughter-houſe for 
the Blood of her Proteſtant Subjects, who have 
had too much Loyalty for their cruel Taſk-ma- 
ſters; it is to be hoped that their Eyes will be 


open'd, and their Hands at liberty, that they 


may act as the ranſomed of the Lord, who 
return to Sion with Songs upon their Heads.

TT USTICE on Earth. 
They are at preſent killed all the day long, and 


accounted as Sheep for the Slaughter. Theſe are 


chiefly united and built up in their moſt holy 
Faith in the Doctrine that is according to Godli- 
neſs, and ſuch as he has once delivered to the 

Saints; of this the only Ground and Standard is 
the written Word. Nothing is to be admitted 


into our Profeſſion that does not agree with the 


Rule. Now for this Adherence to a pure Reli- 
gion and undefiled before God and our Father, 
are they perſecuted by thoſe who would have do- 


minion over their Faith, becauſe they do not wil- 
lingly walk after the Commandment where the 


Statutes of Omri are kept, and the Works of the Houſe 
of Ahab, . We have a very juft Character of them 


who are Followers of the Lamb, called, and 


choſen, and faithful ; called by his Goſpel, choſen 
by his Grace, and faithful to his Word. 


Fourthly, He is the Sovereign of his Church 


in the World, and has ordained his Arrows againſt 


the Perſecutors. Theſe are the Babylon of the 
New Teſtament. As they of old were the laſt na- 
tional Enemies of the Jews, fo the Name has 
funk into the Oppreſſors of his Intereſt under 
the Goſpel ;_ they deſerve, and wear the Title on 
the account of their Superſtition, Power, and 


_ Cruelty, as I ſhould now have ſhewn you, but 
J hope to have an Opportunity of doing it on the

That is a noble Defeription of the Deliverance

As it is ſuppoſed that Wars and Tumults would 
be in theſe laſt Days, fo he ſweeps. off thoſe that 
riſe up - againſt him; he wounds the Head of his 
Enemies, and the hairy Scalp: of thoſe that go o 
in their Treſpaſſes ; and he will bring a People 


from Baſtan, and from the Depths of the Sea, : 
that their Foot may be dipt in the Blood of their 


Enemies, and the Tongue of their Dogs in the 


fame : As if he would throw in a Bar againſt 


any of thoſe falſe unpolitick Lenities, that ſome 
treacherous Men are perſuading. | Here I will 
only remind you of four Things that are ſpread 
abroad to the view of all Mankind. 

1/t, That the Enemy has come in like a Flood, 
and fcatter*d his Bribes and Barbarities into ſes 
veral Nations, as it is ſaid, Dan. xi.

They have ſpread their Pol- 
fon, and laid their Plots; Multitudes have been 
inſnared by that which has proved the Root of

ed, and too groſs to be denied: All the World 
wonder d after the Beaſt, and there was given 
10 bim 4 Mouth. ſpeaking great things, and Blaſ- | 
phemies, and be opened his Mauth in Blaſphemy a- I 
gainſt God to hlaſnbeme his Name, and Bis Taber- 
nacle, aud them that dwell in Heaven. 

He reſumes his Character under another hate- 
ful Figure; what he had called the Beaſt, he af- 

terwards ſpeaks of as a great Y/hbore that ſat upon 

many Waters, with whom 4he Kings of the Earth 
have committed Fornication, and the Inbabiters 
the Earth have been made drunk with the Wine of 

ber Fornication. And it's much that they ſnould 
appear in the full Artire of an Harlot after ſuch 
warning: but they declare their. Shame as Sodom, 
for it is written, that ſbe was array'd in purple 
and ſcarlet Colour, and decked with Gold and pre- 
ons. Stones. and Pearls, having a golden Cup in 
her hand. Here's a glaring Argument that they 
are verily guilty ;. the ſhew of their Countenance 
does witneſs againſt them, as if they had a mind 
to glory in their Shame.

What the Pope deſign'd 
by giving this Title to the Kings of France, I 
know not: but at length it's grown into a Brand 
of Infamy, and becomes the Character of him 
whom no Laws, either of God or Man, can ob- 
lige to act with common Juſtice and Honeſty. 
Now in purſuance of that Exhortation which is 
given to thoſe above to rejoice in Heaven, for 
the Vengeance done to the holy Apoſtles and 
Prophets, on their Enemies who dwellon the Earth; 
Iwill anſwer the Objections that are made againſt 
the Call that's delivered in my Text. And,
